WASHINGTON, July 2.—For near- 
ly an hour today President Wilson 
discussed business conditions with J. 
PF. Morgan at the first of a series of 
conferences, u ich will bring to the 
White House men foremost in in- 


al] dustry and finance. 


It was one of the very few occasions 
during the sixteen months of his ad- 
ministration that the President has 
received one of the recognized leaders 
of “big business.” 

Officials said that while the ad- 
ministration’s greatest legislative proj- 
ects were under way—the tariff act, 
the currency bill, and while the trust 
programme was being perfected—the 
President felt there should be no op- 
portunity for a charge that they were 
receiving inspiration from business or 
financial centers. 

Now that two of the administra- 
tion reforms have been completed and 
a third is in a final stage, the Presi- 
dent is said to feel that an exchange 
of thought and information with cap- 
tains of industry will be conducive to 
the business revival he expects to see 
along lines which the administration 
holds to be legal. 


HENRY FORD’S VISIT. 


Next week Henry Ford, the Detroit 
manufacturer, will confer with the 
President, and after that a delegation 
from the Chicago Association of. Com- 
merce, including representatives of six 
corporations with nation-wide inter- 
ests will come for a conference. 

Out of these exchanges the Preai- 
dent expects business men to learh 
that lawful enterprise has nothing to 
fear from the Democratic administra- 
tion; that the trust programme, hav- 
ing reached a point where he foresees 
its successful completion, business 
shall have the rest, many of its lead- 
ers have been asking. and that under 
the “constitucion of freedom,” as the 
President christened the trust pro- 
gramme, commerce and finance re- 
specting the laws will not be harassed 
by the Federal government.

The two men have been acquainted 
for some time; Mr. Morgan knew the 
President at Princetan, and the per- 
sonal element in the call was a large 
one. There was, however, an agree- 
ment that Mr. Wilson should make 
any announcement concerning the 
conference. He told inquifers that 
the talk had been a cordial one, 
largely reminiscent, and that Mr. 
Morgan expressed no opinion on 
whether business was good or bad. 
The President added that the atti- 
tude of business men seemed to be 
growing in favor of the administra- 
tion trust programme. Whether the 
conference had contributed to that 
conviction was not disclosed.

Wilson’s Ambassador to | Athens Again

Second Bold Statement by George Fred Williams 
Represents the Prince of Wied as a Sickly Eaglet Un- 
fitted for His Task and Invites Attention to the Grave

THENS, July 2.—George Fred 
Williams, the American Minister 
to Greece, who recently made 
public a report of his investigations 
in Albania in which he denounced the 
international commission of control 
and asserted that the present regime 
in Albania was impracticable, issued 
tonight a new statement justifying his 
former statement and emphasizing 


the danger menacing Epirus through 


the rapid advance of the Albanian 
rebels. 
Mr. Williams prefaced his new 
statement by the declaration that it 
is made without any preliminary un- 
derstanding with the Epirote insur- 
gent leader, Zographos, or the Greek 
government and adds: “Although my 
first statement is criticised as throw- 
ing too great a responsibility on 
Prince William of Wied, I contend 
that the following statements, on 
which the accusations were based, can- 
not be denied by Prince William. 
“Col. Thomson (the Dutch com- 
mander of the gendarmie who was 
killed in an insurgent attack on 
Durazzo) appointed by Prince WII- 
liam, c i y-general at Argyro- 
castro and Koritza, arranged with 


Zographos conditions of conciliation. 


Prince William of Wied now directed 
the political affairs of Albania with- 
out regard to the international com- 
mission. On Col. Thomson's return 
the Albanian ministry rejected the 
terms he had artanged and Essad 
Pasha demanded 25,000 men for the 
purpose of undertaking the campaign 
against the Ppirotes. Col. Thomson 
opposed this, arguing that such a cam-

RABBIS PROTEST 


Convention Will Appeal to 
Jews of the Nation. 


American Principles. 


Speaker Criticises Methods of 
Evangelist Sunday. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH } 

DETROIT, July 2.—Jews of the na- 
tion will be called on to protest with 
all their power against the use of the 
Bible in the public schools. At the 
central conference of American rab- 
bis in Temple Beth-el Friday morn- 
ing Rabbi David Philipson of Cincin-. 
nati will introduce a resolution to this 
effect following the report of the 
Committee on Church and State which 
comprises three present and past 
presidents of the conference, Dr. 
Philipson, Rabbi Moses J. Gries of 
Cleveland and Rabbi Samuel Schul- 
man of New York. 

For years the rabbis have been op- 
posing the growing use of the Bible 
in the schools, declaring that it is 
contrary to the American principles 
which separate church and state. In 
fact the Bible, even the Jewish ver- 
sion, is attacked by the rabbis, when 
made a subject of study for children 
because of its alleged immoral pass- 
ages which children cannot under- 


stand. 

Rabbi Ephraim Frisch of Far Rock- 
away, N. Y., declared in a paper read 
at Thursday afternoon's session that 
a new and expurgated Bible should 
be published for Sunday-school pu- 


Pils, 
FRISCH’S VIEW. 


“Sunday-school teachers who are 
not scholars are not competent to 
interpret the Bible.” said Rabbi 
Frisch. “The Bible is complex and 
diversified and not to be undertaken 
literally, it is not chrono- 
logically. Its interpretation requires‘ 
thorough scholarship. It contains 
much that is immoral, understood by 
a mature mind as natural to the 
times, but which would be misunder- 
stood by the child.” 

Rabbi William Rosenau of Balti- 
more said he was opposed to an 
emasculated edition of the scriptures. 
Rabbi Julian Morganstern, Cincinnati, 
declared the Bible was never meant 
to circulate freely in the Sunday- 
schools. 


MORGANSTERN’S STAND. 
“The Bible is not a book for a lit- 
tle child,” he said. “A child’s Bible 
is a difficult problem but you can’t 
put the Bible as it is today in the 
hands of little children.” 


RABBI WISE’S THEORY. 


“The Bible is not even a religious 
book,” remarked Rabbi Stephen 8. 
Wise of New York. “It is semi-his- 
torical, semi-journalistic, semi-pbvetic 
myth of the history of a people for 
1000 years. It gives the Jewish his 
tory only up to the birth of Christ. 
If we confine ourselves to the Bible 
we tell our children nothing of the 
history of the Jews of the last 1000 
years. I tell my children of the 
Jewish life of today.

German Writer Declares Population 
of World Will Literally “Live in 
Glass Houses” in Years to Come. 

{Southwest Contractor: ] The arch- 
itecture of the future will be inter- 


preted, not in wood, stone or concrete 
but through the medium of glass with 
the result that the world will be in- 
habited by a uniformly happy race 
living under the good influence of 
light. This is the opinion of the well- 
known writer, Paul Scheerbart of Ber- 
lin, who prophesies as follows: 
all wood eliminated. The furniture 
be of wrought iron, and the 
tramework of the buildings will be of 
iron, rustproof, while the walls will 
be of double glass, to insure warmth, 
and of many colors, in order to baf- 
fle inquisitive persons. The buildings 
will be heated by electricity and the 
walls de¢erated in Tiffany majolica et- 
fects. There will be glass garden 
houses where one may live in the sun- 
shine by day and the starlight by 
night.“ Herr Scheerbart draws a 
brilliant word picture of a city, with 
stores, churches and public buildings 
of glass, all brilliantly lighted in many 
colors. Bruno Tarut, the architect, 
bullt a palace along these lines at the 
Cologne exposition.

The Kaiser Must Pay His Share the 
Same as Other People Possessed of 
Wealth and Revenue. 

[New York Times:] Every men, 
woman and child in Germany with an 
income of more than $260 or a for- 
tune in excess of $2500 is deeply en- 
grossed this new year in brooding 
over the new army taxes which are 
now in effect. Although the tax af- 
fects the middle class and others of 
moderate means only slightly, and 


jgtves them three years in which to 


pay, there was never a more unpopu- 
lar burden imposed upon the people 
of the fatherland. 
The sum of $250,000,000 must be 
raised for the increase of the Kaiser's 
military establishment, and declara- 
tions must be turned in not later than 
January 20. High hopes are expreased 
by the treasury department that more 
taxpayers than ever before will tell 
the truth on this occasion. A general 
amnesty has been conferred upon all 
persons who have hitherto, uncon-

Health Service, and is under the im- 
mediate direction of Surgeon John 
McMullen, who has had extensive ex- 
perience in campaigns against tra- 
choma. 

This peculiar disease 
which often results in blindness, and 
which many people believe exists only 
among a few American Indians and 
among some of the immigrants who 
arrive in this country, has been found 
to be prevalent among native Ameri- 
cans in a number of communities. In 
the Cumberland mountain region of 
Kentucky the government for several 
years has been conducting a campaign 
in co-operation with the te authori- 
tles to stamp out this e trouble, 
which, in some sections the coun- 
try, is merely known as “sore eyes” 
or “granulated lids.” 

At three places in Wastern Ken- 
tucky the U States Public Health 
Service has established small hos- 
pitals where trachoma victims are 
treated free of charge, and up to the 

resent time more than 3000 persons 
ave received help and 167 important 
eye operations have been 0 
by Uncle Sam's physicians. Each of 
the three hospitals established is run 
at the low cost of $26 per day, ex- 
clusive of salaries of the public health 
service officers. Although these hos- 
pitals are run most economically, they 
have proved most efficient, and of the 
3000 persons treated more than 2500 
have been cured and put back into 
useful service in the community. The 
condition of most of the others has 
been very much improved, and if the 
present progress of the work con- 
tinues public health service officers 
believe that trachoma in a few years 
will be stamped out of Kentucky. 

Dr. McMullen, under whose imme- 


diate supervision the hospitals 
have been establishe nd under 
whom all the work ha» en carri 


on, is one of the most experienced 
men in the United States in the treat- 
ment of trachoma, having for a num- 
r of years been stationed at the 
immigrant hospital at Ellis Island. 
Trachoma is one of the diseases most 
carefully watched for by the inspec- 
tors of immigrants. It is a disease 
which spreads rapidly, and will soon 
affect a whole community unless con- 
siderable care is taken. It is spread 
in many ways, but chiefly by the use 
of common wash basins and common 
towels. In some places children at 
school have been known to convey the 
Gisease to others by exchangin or 
using the same lead pencils, * 
clotha, or in playing games. 

The news of the oures spreads 
rapidly and the number of patients 
coming for treatment has swelled so 
that it has become necessary for the 
government to establish a fourth hos- 
pital in Kentucky. Each of these hos- 
pitals consists of an ordinary dwelling- 
house, which ts rented after being 
made thoroughly sanitary. Each con- 
tains fifteen and proper equip-

yard, This occurred at the historic 
spot known as Point of Timber Land- 
ing, and many interesting things were 
brought to light, revealing many here- 
tofore unheard-of customs which were 
indulged in by the Contra Costa

tribesmen of antiquity. 


A great many skeletons were found 
to be buried in a standing position, 
facing toward the east and the rising 
sun. Perhaps the most important dis- 
covery made was the unearthing 
some skulls, which show clearly that 
the Californie aborigines knew some- 
thing of dental surgery. Cavities if 
the teeth of the skulls are well filled 
with beads of many colors and sizes. 
It is believed that the tribes which 
inhabited this portion of the country 
lived entirely on fish, and as Point of 
Timber Landing was the highest point 
along the river front they established 
their village, or rancheria, there. 

The large canal which uncovered 
this burial ground is six miles long 
and extends in a straight line from the 
old Point of Timber landing to the 
highest point of the old Marsh grant, 
or Brentwood Irrigated Farms, as the 
property is now known. From this 
point the water is distributed to all 
the small subdivisions through skill- 
fully designed laterais and sublaterals. 
The main canal is concrete lined 
throughout, and carries 200 second 
feet of water, more than enough to 
properly irrigate every square foot of 
land in the entire project. One very 
interesting thing about the large vol- 
ume of water which runs in the main 
canal is that it flows uphill. Seven 
large reinforced conerete pumping 
stations are distributéd along the 
canal at intervals of about a mile. 
Gigantic electrically-driven centrifugal 
pumps are housed in these stations, 
and pass water from one to the other 
until it reaches the highest point on 
the Brentwood — Farms, 138 
feet above sea level. 


CURIOUS EFFECTS OF SLEEP. 


The Head Weighs Less While the 

Feet Are Heavier, But a Touch on 

the Toe Will Awaken One. 

[Washington Post:] You often 
hear 4 person complain of his head 
feeling “heavy” after a long sleep. 
As a matter of fact, his head is con- 
siderably lighter and his legs and Teet 
just that much heavier when he gets 
up than when he went to bed. 

Experiments have shown that if a 
man goes to sleep on a bed sus- 
pended exactly at the middle point of 
his wetght his head begins to tip 
slowly up and his feet go down. This 
is due to the fact that when we sleep 
the blood in the brain goes off to thé 
other parts of the body. The mo- 
ment the brain wakes to life again it 
draws the blood hack. 

Tt ms hard or impossible to de- 
cide what part of the brain really 
does sleep. Our sense of time, for 
instance, is stronger when We sleep 
than when we are awake. Experi- 
ments conducted some years ago on 
a number of men and women be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 30 showed 
that 60 per cent, of them were able 
to wake up in the morning at any 
time they had decided upon the 
night before. As some one has aptly 
expressed it, the resolve seems to 
wind up something in the subcon- 
scious brain, and when the hour has 
arrived this something gives in some 
mysterious way the alarm and the 
eyelids open. Another curious fact 
about sleep is that the farther the 
part of the body is away from the 
brain the less soundly it sleeps. A 
touch on the toe will awaken one 
much more readily than a touch on 
the shoulder. 


CLOCKS AND ACETYLENE. 


By Their Aid the Need of a Keeper 

Is Obviated in a Lighthouse on the 

British Coast. 

[The Argonaut:] On a wave- 
swept rock between the Casquets and 
Guernsey is an uninhabited light- 


Phouse, whose lamps shed their warn- 


ing rays in clear weather and are 
eided by & powerful fog signal when 
the forms are heavy. It was bullt by 
Edinburgh engineers and is the first 
of tte kind. The light ts derived from 
acetylene, two steel cylinders Contain- 
ing dissolved acetylene supplying suf- 
ficient aht for two months. The 
burner ie attached to the top of one 
of the air tanks The light ie turned 
on and off each day by means of « 
clock. An important consideration 
was the need for a powerful fog si¢- 
nal to be worked from the shore. 
During a fog power is transmitted 


heavily armored cable over a mile 
in length By means of this, air is 
compressed into three tanks erected 
on the summit of the tower. A clock, 
automatically wound by Compressed 
air, regulates the action, allowing a 
biast to pass every ninety seconds 
through a siren and horn. So power- 
ful is the blast that it has been heard 
to a distance of twenty-six miles. 
Electricaliy each blast is signaled to

BEARD-WEARING ROYALTY. 


The Late King Edward Broke a 
300-Year-Old Precedent by Wear- 
ing Full Whiskers, 

[Stray Stories:) It was announced 
at the accession of Edward VII that 
he was the first bearded King for 
nearly 800 years. The ill-fated 
Charies I was his immediate prede- 
cessor in this respect and he came 
to the throne in 1625. Charles was 
the last of the kings for a very long 
time to répresent the Elizabethan or © 
Shakespearean fashion of the inted 
beard and to wear his own hair on 
his head. 

Cromwell, the uncrowned King of 

gland, certainly wore no wig like 
the ang liné of his successors; 
though he wore his own hair, he wore 
it pretty long. 

Charles II wore a tremendous wig, 
curled in 100 ringlets, but the only 
hair on his face was a slight mus 
tache. 

None of his successors until Edward 
VII boasted even that. Both beards 
and mustaches went clean out of 
fashion and James II, William II. 
all the Georges and William IV were 
just as clean shaven as all the rest 
of their masculine subjects. There 
was a time when a beard had not been 
seen in England within living mem- 


ory.

lowed the example of his father, 
James, and, as he was a Scottish be- 
fore he was an English King. he 
probably followed the fashion of his 
predecessors in the northern king- 
dom, for he was preceded in England 
by two Queens a boy King and 
had no precede in thie respect te 
follow, even if he had desired one. 

He VIII, nearly 100 years be 
James I's time, had been as much an 
Innovator in this respect to whiskers 
as Edward VII was, for this much- 
married monafch could look back 
upon several barefaced predecessors 
without a break, for none of the kings 
from Henry VII wore the least hair 
upon their faces. 

Prior to Henry V's time, however, 
beards might be said to de almost the 
rule, and, indeed, from William I in 
1066 to the death of Henry IV in 1413 
no king sat on the English throne 
who was clean shaven. 

The Conqueror and his two sons 
and succesfors were content with a 
mustache only, as were Henry II and . 
Richard II; but Richard the Lion- 
Hearted would seem to hawe made 
the beard fashionable, for his brother 
John, Henry II and the first three 
— entirely gave the rasor the 
go-by. . 

Thus, out of the thirty-three kings’ 
who have ruled tin England, the béard 
wearers and the clean shaven almost 
provide a tie, for there are thirteen

OF YEARS ENDS. 


Diamond-Studded Angeleno 
Taken as Crook. 


Sensational Daylight Robbery 
Charged to Him. 


Relentless Pursuit Waged by 
the Detectives. 


A world-wide search extending 
over a period of two years for the 
author of the sensational daylight 
robbery of two pay clerks of a San 
Francisco draying company came to 
a sudden end yesterday with the ar- 
rest here of Jack Ruddle, a diamond- 
bestudded Los Angeles chauffeur. Fif- 
teen minutes after C. A. Jones, head 
of the police identification bureau, 
had recognized Ruddle as George 
Houghton, the fugitive was taken. 

The robbery for which Houghton, 
or Ruddile, is wanted was committed 
March 9%, 1912. Harry Levy and 
Martin Armstrong, employees of the 
McNab & Smith Draying Company of 
San Francisco, had been to the bank 
for money with which to pay off the 
company’s workers. When they had 
reached Seventh and Folsom streets, 

a revolver stopped 
and jumping into the pay 
clerk's buggy, commanded them, at 
the point of the nm, to drive to a 
eserted barn at Tenth and Brannan 
streets. There, after tying them 
with baling wire, he took the satchel 
containing $2600 and escaped. 

RELENTLESS PURSUIT. 


Suspicion attached to George 
Houghton, who had been discharged 
from his position as chauffeur of Mr. 
McNab, a member of the firm. 
Houghton knew the custom of the 
pay clerks and disappeared simulta- 
neously with the robbery. The Pink- 
erton agency wag engaged and the 
relentless pursuit of Houghton was 
begun. His description was wired 
far and near and his photograph 
went out to the police of the world 
by mail. But Houghton could not 
be found. . 

Three days ago the wires from San 
Francisco brought a “tip” to the lo- 
cal agency that Houghton was in 
Los Angeles and that he had a Los 
Angeles “record.” A search of the 
detective files disclosed no informa- 
tion as to George Houghton. Then 
Operative Loennacker sought out a 
former employee of the McNab & 
Smith company, who had known 
Houghton. With Detective Jones 
the two began the task of searching 
the Bertillon picture files. For four 
hours yesterday they had poured over 
the photographs of crooks of all 
colors and calibers, when the San 
Francisco man suddenly called out, 
That's him.” 

The picture was inscribed “Jack 
Ruddle“ and gave the intelligence 
that he had been arrested September 
27, 1913, on suspicion of hating 
stolen a diamond from Mrs. E. Rauft, 
No, 502 South Main street. He was 
not prosecuted, but the avenging 
picture was taken. 

On identifying Ruddle as Hough- 
ton, Detective Jones washed the dust 
from his hands and put on his coat.

NE-FOURTH of the $100,000 
damages asked for by Mrs. Louise

ANDIDATES for Judge of the gu- 
perior Court are not limited as te 
the amount of money they may 
spend in the primary or election 
campaign. The primary law specifies 
for what purposes money shall be 


the Judiciary no maximum of ex- 
penditure is set. 
Atty-.Gen. Webb so rules in inter 
preting the direct primary law. The 
Attorney-General was asked by Su- 
perior Court judges in Los Afigeles 
to give an opinion on the limitation 
of expenditures for campaign pur- 
poses, as applying to the judges whose 
offices are not mentioned in the list 
of restrictions. Atty.-Gen. Webb 
holds that it is not the legislative in- 
tent that a maximum be established. 
Wherefore, the judges may go as 
far as they like. ‘ 
“That this question is one of much 
difficulty is emphasised by the fact 
thet you ask it,” writes the Attorney- 
General. “I have very much desired

On motion of J. H. Bean, the in- 
vestigation will be public, and will be 
held at the earliest possible moment 
following the receipt of Mr. Francis’s 
reply to the charges preferred by Mrs. 
R. I. Craig, J. M. Guinn and Joseph 
Scott. Mr. Francis has until the 13th 
inst. to make this reply. 

The meeting was further featured 
by the election of H. W. Frank as 
president, succeeding Col. J. J. Stead- 
man, who declined re-election. Mr. 
Frank's name was proposed one of 
the minority and was followed ‘by the 
announcement by Mr. Frank that he 
had come there to nominate Mr. Bean. 
“I would not take the position unless 
unanimously elected,” said Mr. Frank. 
Upon this Mr. Bean withdrew his 
name, stating that he believed that 
Mr. Frank was entitled to election, an 
he had served but two months of his 
previous term as president. 

“Mr. Francis has been the victim

The report of Frederick Jones, nat- 
uralization examiner for the district 
consisting of Southern California,

The examiner holds hearings in two 
Federal courts—Los Angeles and 
Phoenix—and in the follow Souta- 
ern California State courts: An- 
geles, San Luis Obispo, Santa Bar- 
bara, Ventura, Orange, San Diego, Im- 
perial, Riverside, San Bernardino, 
Kern, Tulare, Kings, Fresno and Inyo. 
The principal courts in Arizona, in 
addition to the Fed Court at 
Phoenix, are held at n, Nogales, 
Tombstone, Clifton, (obe and Pres- 
cott. although the exai.iner goes to all 
of the county courts in Arizona at in- 


Speaking of the large increase in 
applications for American citizenship, 
Mr. Jones said the greater per cent. of 
applications were made in Los An- 
geles, although there are increases 


situation, he said yesterday: There 
has been 4 heavy increase in the for- 
eign population of Los Angeles the 
past few years, and it is growing by 
leaps and bounds.

Company upon the Emery and Murphy 
leases in the Fullerton oil field. Yes- 
terday afternoon the assessor wired 
the Standard office in San Francisco 
that he was going to attach its prop- 
erty today, and soon afterward he re- 
ceived-a reply saying that the Writtier 
represe: tative would make the pay- 
ment tofay. The check was the larg- 
est ever paid into this county for 


ea, 

The Standard paid a part of the 
amount under protest, written objec- 
tions accompanying the check. The 
protest stated that Sleeper’s assess- 
ment of $2,560,000 for the mining 
rights of eighty acres of the Emery 
lease is “excessive, arbitrary, unrea- 
sonable and unjust.” It is declared 
that any assessment over $400,000 for 
the property would be exceasive. The 
county official put on an assessment 
of $32,000 an acre; The Standard de- 
clares it ought not be over $5000 an 
acre, which amount the company de- 
clares is the full cash value of the 
mining rights per acre. 

Assessor Sleeper does not know 
whether or not the Standard will take 
the matter into court. He says that 
with the great Emery lease well pro- | 
ducing over $2,500,000 a year, the 
valuation named by him is reasonable, 
and he is prepared to make that con- 
tention in court, if necessary.

The Union Oil Company shipped 
a large part of it to the company’s 
refinery at Oleum, near San Fran- 
cisco, and most of the remaipder was 
shipped to Puget Sound by the Gen- 
eral Petroleum Company for fuel con- 
sumption. 

Aside from the oll shipments, May 
was a light month on account of the 
tie-u of the American-Hawalian 
schedule, when the Tehauntepec route 
was abandoned through Mexican 
troubles. Lumber receipts amounted, 
to but 36,343,117 feet. The total ton- 
nage in and out was 162,745 tona, 
valued at over $7,542,000. 

SEWAGH IN HARBOR. 


Only New York and Boston, aside 
from Los Angeles, have ever made 
a study of the effect of sewage upon 
the waters of their harbors, according 
to Dr. H. C. Kayser, who is employed 
by the city as chemist in the Bureau 
of Harbor Improvement. Here only 
such time has been devoted to the 
work as Dr. Kayser could spare from 
his regular work. 

Tuesday night he addressed the Los 
Angeles County Health Association 
and explained the results of his studies 
and records. In the inner harbor he 
finds the water badly polluted from 
sewage, while in the outer harbor 
the better circulation keeps it pure. 
Dr. Kayser says that eventually septic 
tanks will be required in the inner 
harbor. The pollution is not a menace 
to health, however, as the action of 
salt water kills typhoid germs.

This would provide 
that the city may grant franchises for 
transportation lines through park 
properties. The subject was given 
impetus at yesterday's session of the 
Council. It is probable that it will 
not be allowed to rest until the ques- 
tion is put before the people for their 
determination.
